“It is a very terrible thing to have 
the honor of the United States in- 
trusted to your keeping. It is a great 
honor, that honor of the United States. 
In it runs the blood of generations of 
men who have built up ideals and in- 
stitutions on this side of the water 
intended to regenerate mankind, and 
any man who does violence to right, 
any nation that does violence to the 
principles of just international under- 
standing is doing violence to the ideals 
of the United States. We observe the 
technical limits: we assert these 
righta only when our own circum- 
stances are directly affected, but you 
know that our feeling is just the same, 
whether the rights of those individual 
circumstances are affected or not, and 
that we feel all the concern of those 
who have built up things so great that 
they dare not let them be torn down 
or touched with profane hands. 

“We may have to assert the prin- 
ciples of right and of humanity at any 
time. What means are available? 
What force is at the disposal of the 
United States to assert these things? 
The force of opinion. Opinion, I am 
sorry to say, did not bring this war on, 
and I am afraid that opinion cannot 
stay its progress. 

“This war was brought on by rulers, 
not by peoples, and I thank God that 
there is no man in America who has 
the authority to bring war on without 
the consent of the people. No man 
for many a year yet can trace the real 
source of this war. But this thing we 
know, that opinion did not bring it 
on, and that the force of opinion, at 
any rate the force of American opin- 
ion, is not going to stop it. 

“And if not the force of opinion, 
what force has America available to 
stop the flood from overflowing our 
own fair area? We have one consid- 
erable arm of force, a very consider- 
able arm of peace, namely, the splen- 
did navy of the United States.” 


WILSON'S MILWAUKEE SPEECH. 
THE FULL TEXT OF IT. 
IBY A. r. NIGHT WIRE} 

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 31.—The text 
of President Wilson's Milwaukee 
speech follows: 

“I need not inquire whether the 
citizens of Milwaukee and Wisconsin 
are interested in the Subject of my 
errand. The presence of this great 
body in this vast hall sufficiently at- 
tests your interest. But I want, at the 
outset, to remove any misapprehen- 
sion that may exist in your minds. 

There ig no sudden crisis. Noth- 
ing new has happened. I am not upon 
this errand because of any unexpected 
situation. I have come to confer with 
you upon a matter upon which it 
would, in any circumstances, be neces- 
sary for ug to confer, when all the 
rest of the world is on fire and our 
own house is not fireproof. 

“Everywhere the atmosphere of the 
world is thrilling with the passion of 
a disturbance such as the world has 
never seen before, and it is first neces- 
sary, in the words just uttered by your: 
chairman, that we should see that our 
own house is set in order and that 
certain

origin which is not American. We 
know that our roots, our traditions, 
run back into other national solls, and 
there are some songs that stir us.

“We cannot forget our forbears. We 
cannot altogether ignore the fact of 
our essential blood relationships, and 
at the outset of this war it did look 
as if there were a division of domestic 
sentiment which might lead us to 
some errors of judgment and some 
errors of action. But I for one be- 
lieve that that danger is past. 

“I never doubted that the danger 
was exaggerated, because I learned 
long ago, and many of you will cor- 
roborate me by your experience, that 
it is not men who are doing the talk- 
ing always who represent the real 
sentiments of the nation. 

SERENE CONFIDENCE. 

“I, for my part, always feel a serene 
confidence in waiting for the declara- 
tion of the principles and sentiments 
of the men who are not vociferous, 
do not go about seeking to make 
trouble, do their own thinking, attend 
to their own business and love their 
own country, and therefore have at 
no time supposed the men whose 
voices contain, or seem to contain, the 
threat of division among us, were 
really uttering the sentiments even of 
those whom they pretended to rep- 


resen 

“I, for my part, have no jealousy 
of family statement. I have no jeal- 
ously of that deep affection which 
runs back through long lineage. It 
would be a pity if we forgot the fine 
things that our ancestors have done. 
But I also know the magic of Ameri- 
ca. I also know the great principles 
which thrill with emotion in the great 
body politic to whom we belong in 
the United States. I know the im- 
pulses which have drawn men to our 
shores. They have not come idly. 
They have not come without conscious 
purpose to be free. They have not 
yet come without voluntary desire to 
unite themselves with the great na- 
tion on this side of the sea. 

AMERICA FIRST. 

“And I know that whenever the 
test comes every man's heart will be 
first for America. And wherever 
they come from it was the principle 
and affection and ambition and hope 
that drew men to these shores. And 
they are not going to forget the er- 
rand upon which they came and the 
America which they have made their 
refuge, and their hope will not suffer 
by any forgetfulness on their part. 
The troublemakers have shot their 
bolt, and it has been ineffectual, al- 
though some of them have been very 
vociferous. 

“All of them have been exceedingly 
irresponsible. Talk was cheap, and 
that was all it cost them; they didn't 
But you will 
know without my telling you that the 
man who for the time being you have 
charged with the duties of President 
of the United States must talk with 


must remember, above all 
fine traditions of his office. 

“Some men seem to have forgotten 
there is no precedent in American 
history for any action of aggression 
on the part of the United States or 
for any action which will show that 
America is seeking to connect herself 
with the controversies on the other 
side of the water. 3 

“Men who seek to provoke such 
action have forgotten the traditions 
of the United States, and it behooves 
those with whom you have entrusted 
office to remember these traditions of 
the United States and to see that those 
traditions are— that the actions of 
the government—are made to square 
with these traditions. 3 

“But there are other dangers, my 
fallow-citizens, which are not passed 
and which have not been overcome, 
and they are dangers which we can 
net control. We can control 
sible talkers amidst ourselves. All 
that we have got to do is to encourage 
them to hire a hall and their folly 
will be abundantly advertised by 
themselves. But we cannot, in this 
simple fashion, control the dangers 
that surround us now and have sur- 
rounded us since this titanic struggle 
on the other side of the water ‘ 
I say, ‘On the other side of the wa- 
ter.“ You will ask me, ‘On the other 
side of the water?’ for this great 
struggle has extended to all quarters 
of the globe. There is no continent 
outside, I was about to say, of this 
western hemisphere which is not 
touched with it, but I recollected as 
I began the sentence that our own 
continent was touched with it, be- 
causd it involves our neighbors in the 
north, or Canada. 

“There is no part of the world ex- 
cept South America to which the di- 
rect influence of this struggle has not 
extended, and so we are surrounded 
by this tremendous disturbance and 
you must realize what that involves. 
Our thoughts are concentrated upon 
our affairs and our own relations with 
the rest of the world, but the thoughts 
of men who are engaged in this strug- 
gle are concentrated upon the struggle 
itself and there is daily, and hourly, 
danger that they will feel themselves 
constrained to do things which are ab- 
solutely inconsistent with the rights 
of the United States.

“If the United States puts itg in- 
terests in the path of this st le, 
she ought to know before that 
there is danger of very serious mis- 
understanding and difficulty.

RANDALL OFFERS 
FIVE DRY BILLS. 


Los Angeles Congressman 
Leads Prohibition Fight. 


Would Keep Liquor Advertis- 
ing Out of All Mails. 


Amendment to National Con- 
stitution Also Introduced. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.— Every 
conceivable sort of prohibition legis- 
lation has been proposed in the pres- 
ent Congress, ranging from dry sum- 
mer camps in the forest reserves to a 
nation-wide drouth. About twenty 
bills have been introduced, but Ran- 
dall of California leads all with five 
measures, dealing with the use of the 
mails to advertise liquor, divesting 
liquor of all interstate commerce priv- 
fleges, prohibiting issuance of Federal 
liquor licenses except with provision 
that no sale shall be for beverage pur- 
poses, excluding liquor from all na- 
tional parks and forest reserves, and 
barring employment in the civil serv- 
ice of the United States of any person 
who drinks intoxicating liquors. 

It was quite a joke when Congress- 
man Sabath of Chicago dropped his 
bill into the hopper. It proved to be 
about as “dry” as Chicago is on any 
day but the Sabbath, and Sabath, not- 
withstanding his name, is just as wet 
as Chicago is. ‘Tis little bill pro- 
hibits the sale of liquors to boys and 
girle under 21, when they are away 
out on the ocean. That's all! 


WASHINGTON TO BE “DRY.” 


The District of Columbia will surely 
be voted “dry” this time, for, in addi- 
tion to the fact that six or seven mem- 
bers have written that kind of legis- 
lation, it's on the boards as good 
political doctrine this year. The old 
parties are not anxious to put “dry” 
planks in thetr platforms, but they 
would like to get into the good graces 
of the “dry” voters. Result: make 
the District of Columbia “dry” quick, 
and claim the reward! 

The national constitutional amend- 
ment has been reintroduced this year 
worded just as it was in the last ses- 
sion, when it received a majority of 
eight votes in the House. It reads: . 
“The sale, manufacture for sale, im- 
portation for sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors for beverage purposes in the 
United States and all territory subject 
to the jurisdiction thereof, and expor- 
tation thereof, are forever prohibited.” 

This will be known as the Shep- 
pard-Webb bill, Senator Sheppard of 
Texas and Representative Webb being 
its sponsors. They are two of the 
ablest men in Congress. The big fight 


will be to get a vote on this amend- | Taf 


ment. 

Abercrombie of Alabama and Ran- 
dall of California have clashed over 
their billg to prohibit the use of the 
mails for liquor advertising of any 
kind. Abercrombie would stop mail- 
ings going to “dry” States only, while 
Randall would strike the business out 
of the mails everywhere. The Solic- 
itor of, the Postoffice Department to- 
day ahnounced that Randall's bill 
could be enforced, but that the other 
could not be, because of the endless 
confusion involved in properly in- 
structing 60,000 postmasters and 
thousands of other employees as to

Senator Gronna of South Dakota 
would make Hawaii “dry,” and the 
Senate actually voted yesterday to 
make the Philippines “dry” so far as 
taking in outside liquors is concerned. 

Morrison of Indiana would pro- 
hibit importation of liquor from one 
State into another with the mild pen- 
ality of losing all “title, claim and 
interest“ in the liquor, should it be 
discovered before the violator drank 
it. Randall's bill on the same subject 
divests liquor of its interstate charac- 
ter, making all State lines the dead 
wall, and provides a penalty of $1000 
and two years; the second offense will 
call for five years in jail. 

Caraway of Texas would have a 
liquor dealer put up in oil colors or 
gilded a sign with the name of the 
owner in letters three inches high. 


AS TO “DRY” STATES. 
Several bills provide that govern- 
ment licenses shall not be sold in 


“dry” territory. Randall's bill on 
this subject provides that a local 
license must be exhibited which spe- 
cifically prohibits any sale for bever- 
age purposes before a government M- 
cense can be issued. The effect of 
this is national prohibition by legis- 
lative enactment, requiring only a 
majority vote. It retains the internal 
revenue machinery of the government 
to enforce the law. Some Prohibi- 
tionists want the entire internal rev- 
nue act repealed, which would throw 
the liquor business onto the States 
with no Federal law to restrain it. 
Under Randall's plan the liquor seller 
would still be subject to Uncle Sam's 
penalty of $1000 for blind-pigging, 
yet the government would issue no 
license where the sales were to be for 
beverage purposes. The enactment of 
this law would deprive the treasury 
of about $235,000,000 internal rev- 
enue taxes on liquors, and, of course, 
for that reason it cannot pags at this 

on. The. big fight for this law 
will come in the next Congress. Ran- 
dall proposes to replace the revenue 
deficiency with a high surtax on in- 
comes above $10,000.

OREGON LAND CASES.

OME REAL HELP 
FOR THE OIL MEN.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE

PARTY LAW 
IS SUSTAINED. 


Rules Affiliation Must be 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—The 
California Supreme Court decided to- 
day at the request of a voter that 
County Clerks must register declara- 
tions of party affiliations, and ordered 
a writ of mandamus be issued com- 
pelling Henry A. Pfister, County Clerk 
of Santa Clara county, to register the 
party affiliation of Eugene M. Don. 

Chief Justice F. M. Angellotti an- 
nounced the decision of the court, 
— agreed without leaving the 


nch. 

The intent of the decision is to up- 
hold the provisions of the 1913 direct 
primary law, which provides for the 
declaration of party affiliation at the 
time of registration. No official 
cognizance was taken of the primary 
laws as amended the recent special 
session of the gislature, which 
straightened out a conflict in the stat- 
utes left by the repeal of certain non- 
measures at a referendum 


LAW IS CLEAR. 

The amended election laws provide 
that party affillation may be declared 
at the primary polls. This law will 
not be effective until ninety days fol- 


— the adjournment of the special 


At the expiration of that period the 
amended direct primary laws, unteas 
held up by referendum, will be in full 
effect, and the county clerks will have 
no option in the matter but to follow 
the rovisions that party 
be made at the 
time of primary elections. 

In rendering the decision orally 
from the bench directing the tesue of 
a writ of mandate to compel County 
Clerk Pfister to aecept party registra- 
tion, Justice Henshaw said: 

“Under the law as it now stands 
the voter is entitled to have his party 
affiliation recorded. Partv registra- 
tion is essential to the enforcement 


ot the primary law.”

ECISION GREETED 
WITH ENTHUSIASM. 


SUPREME COURT RUIING vito. 
TORY FOR PARTY MEN HERE. 


Regarding the opinion rendered by 
the Supreme Court on the question of 
stating party affiliation Registrar of 
Voters McAleer said last night: 

“The opinion, as I understand it, 
knocks out the position of those who 
contend that it is unnecessary to de- 
clare a party affiliation upon regis- 
tering. In other words, the Supreme 
Court holds, as I have contended right 
along, that the 1913 primary law is 
now in effect and that the amendment 
to this primary law, passed at the 
recent special session, is not in effect 
and cannot be in effect until May 12. 
Meanwhile, I have been informed, this 
law which goes into effect May 12 
will be held up by referendum.” 

For several weeks the subsidized 
press of the State administration has 
been clamoring for a nonpartisan reg- 
istration, falsely claiming that the law 
does not require a party affiliation. 
For various reasong about 45,000 per- 
sons in Los Angeles county have failed 
to state their party affiliations. The 
ruling of the Supreme Court requires 
all county clerks and registrars in 
California to take the party affiliation 
of every voter registered. Providing 
the special-session law is held up by 
referendum, the voters would neces- 
sarily have to state their party affilia- 
tion or be disfranchised from partici- 
pation in the party primaries next 
August. 

“The Supreme Court ruling, as I 
understand it, gives us the right to 
take party affiliations,” Registrar Mc- 
Aleer said. “This seems to me to be 
the only sensible procedure, because 
there could be no party primary un- 
der the law in August without tre- 
mendous expense to the people if we 
did not now require party affiliations 
and later discover we had to take 
them.” 

This ruling in no way affects the 
Presidential primary in May. which is 
to be a hodge-podge affair, in which 
all who make known their choice au- 

matically register their party affil-

stands pat on its refusal to render a 
disavowal.

it that the citizens of the country 
are so trained, and that equipment is 
so sufficiently provided for them that, 
whenever they choose, they can take 
up arms and defend themselves. 

IF DANGER COMES, 

“The Constitution of the United 
States makes the President the com- 
mander in cuief of the army and nav) 
af the nation, but I do not want a big 
army subject to my personal — 
mand. If danger comes, I want t 
turn to you and the rest of my fellow- 
countrymen and say, Men. 2a 
ready,’ and I know what the response 
will be. And I know that there will 
spring up out of the body of the na- 
tion a great host of free men, and 1 
want those men not to be mere 
targets for shot and shell; 1 
want them to know something of the 
arms they have in their hands, 1 
want them to know something about 
how to guard against the diseases that 
creep into camp where men are unac- 
customed to live. I want them to 
know scomething of what the orders 


LD | mean, what they will be given when 


they enlist under arms for the gov- 
ernment of the United States. I want 
them to be men who can comprehend 
and easily and intelligently step into 


ithe duty of national defense. 


“And that ts the resaon I am urging 
upon the Congress of the United States 
at any rate the beginnings of a system 
by which we can give a very consider- 
able body of our fellow citizens the 
necessary training. 

“T have not forgotten the National 
Guard of this country; bit in this 
country of 100,000,000 people there 
are only 129,000 men in these national] 
guards, ahd the National Guard, fine 
as it is, is not subject to the orders of 
the President of the United States. It 
is subject to the orders of the Gov- 
ernors of the several States; and the 
Constitution itself says that the Presi- 
dent has no right to withdraw them 
from their States, even, except in case 
of actual invasion of the United 


tes. 

“T want the Congress of the United 
States to do a great deal for the Na- 
tional Guard; but I do not see how 
the Congress of the United States can 
put the National Guard at the disposal 
of the nation: therefore, it seems ab- 
solutely necessary that in addition to 
the National Guard, there should be a 
considerable body of men of some 
training in military, who are willing 
to pledge themselves to come at the 
call of the nation. 

“T have been told by those who have 
a greater knack at guessing statistics 
than I have, that there are probablv 
several mililon men in the United 
States who elther in this country or 
in other countries from which thev 
have come to the United States, have 
received training in arms. It may be, 
I 40 not know, and I suspect they 
don't know either, but even if it be 
true, these men are not subject to the 
call of the Federal government. They 


would have to de found; they 
would have to de induced to 
enlist; they would have to 
be o Their numbers are 


indefmite; and thev would have to be 
equipped. Such are not the material 
which we need. We want to know 
who the men are, and where they 
are, and have everything ready for 
them if they should come to our as- 
sistance, for we have now got down, 
not to the sentiment of national de- 
tense, but to the business of national 
Aefense. It is a business propcsition 
and it must be treated as such. 
PRECEDENTS. 

“There are abundant precedents 
for the proposals which have been 
made to Congress. Even that arch- 
Democrat, Thomas Jefferson, believed 
that there ought to be compulsory 
military training for the adult men 
of the nation, because, he believed. 
as every true believer- in democracy 
believes, that it is upon the voluntary 
action of the men of a great nation 
like this that it must depend for its 
military force. 

“It is being very sedulously spread 
abroad in this country that the im- 
pulse back of all this is the desire 
for men who make the materials of 
war to get money out of the treasury 
of the United States. I am ready to 
admit that probably the equipment 
of those men whom we are training 
will have to be bought from some- 
body, and I know that if the equip- 
ment is bought, it will have to be 
paid for and I dare say that some- 
body will make some money out of 
It. 

“It is also true that there are men 
now, a great many men, in the be!- 
ligerent countries who are growing 
rich out of the sale of materials 
needed by the armies of those coun- 
tries.. If the gevernment itself does 
not manufacture everything that an 
army needs, somebody. has got to 
make money out of it, and I, for my 
part, have been urging the Congress 
of the United States to make the 
necessary preparation by which the 
government can manufacture armor 
plate and munitions, so that being 
in the business itself and having the 
ability to manufacture all that it 
needs, if it is put upon a busi- 
ness basis, it can, at any rate 
keep the power that it pays within 
a moderate and reasonable limit. The 
government of the United States is 
not golng to be Imposed upon by 
anybody and you may rest assured, 
therefore, that while I believe you 
prefer the private capital and the 
private initiative should bestir them- 
selves in these matters, you will 
nevertheless believe that it is also 
possible, and I assure you that it is 
most likely that the government of 
the United States will have adequate 
means of controlling this matter 
very thoroughly, indeed. So there 
need be no fear on that side. Let 
nobody make you suppose that this is 
a money-making agitation. I would, 
for one, be ashamed to be such a 
dupe as to be engaged in it if it had 
any suspicion of that type. 

QUESTION OF LOOKS. | 

“But I am not 80 innocent as I 
look, and I believe that I can say for 
my colleagues, in Washington, that 
they are just as watchful in such 
— as you would desire them to 


“Now, there is another misappre- 
hension that I do not wish you to 
entertain, Don't suppose that there 
is any new or sudden or recent 
inadequacy on the part of this gov- 
ernment with respect to preparation 
for national defense. 

“I have heard some gentlemen say 
that we have no coast defenses worth 
talking about, because defenses are 
not noWadavs advertised, you under- 
stand, and they are not visible to the 
naked eye. So that if you passed them 
and nothing exploded, you would not 
know that they were there. And the 
coast defenses of the United States. 
while not numerous enough, are 
equipped in the most modern and 
efficient fashion. You are told that 
there has been some sort of neglect 
about the navy. 

“There has not been any sort of 


neglect about the navy. We have 
building up a navy. 
which in qa is second te no navy 


| have a splendid navy, but the definite 
workilie 


in a whirl, owing to in 


in the world, and the only thing it! 
lacks is quantity. 

“What we are proposing now is not 
a sudden creation of a navy, for we 


* out of a programme by 
which within five years we will bring 
the navy to a fighting strength which 
otherw might have taken eight or 
ten y ;. along exactly the same 
lines of development that have been 
followed and followed diligently and 
intelligently for at least a decade 


“There is no sudden panic, there 
is no sudden change of plan. All that 
has happened is that we now see 
that we ought more rapidly and more 
thoroughly than ever before to do 
the things which have always been 
characteristic of America. For she 
has always been proud of her navy 
and has been addicted to the principle 
that her citizenshiv must do the fight- 
ing on land. We are working out 
American principles a little faster, 
because American pulses are beating 
a little faster, because the world is 
lculable ele- 
ments of trouble abroad which we 
cannot control or alter. I would be 
derelict to the duty which you have 
laid upon me if I did not tell you 
that it was absolutely necessary to 
carry out our principles in this mat- 
ter now and at once. | 
THE AMERICAN SPIRIT. 

“Who shall say what the spirit of 
America is? I many times have 
heard orators apostrophize this beau- 
tiful flag which is the emblem of the 
nation. I many times have heard ora- 
ters and philosophers speak of the 
spirit which was resident in America. 


“I always have, for my own part, 
felt that it was an act of audacity to 
attempt anything of that kind and 
when I have been outside of the coun- 
try, in foreign lands and have been 
asked if this, that or the other. was 
true of America, I have habitually 
said: ‘Nothing stated, in general terms, 
is true of America, because it is the 
most variagated and varied, and mul- 
tiform land under the sun.’ And yet. 
I know, my fellow-citizens, that if 
you turn away m the physical 
aspects of the gountry, if you turn 
away from the variety of the streams 
of blood that make up our great pop- 
ulation, if you turn away from the 
great variation of occupation. and of 
interest among our _ fellow-citizens, 
there is a spiritual unity in America. 

“I know that there are some things 
which stir every heart in America, no 
matter what the racial derivation, or 
the loeal environment, and one of the 
things that stirs every American is 
the love of individual liberty. We do 
not stand for occupation. We do not 
stand for materia] interest. We do 
not stand for anv narrow conception 
of political institutions, but we do 
stand for this, that we are banded to- 
gether in America to see to it that 
no man shall serve any master who 
ig not of his own choosing. 

“And we have been very liberal and 
generous to this idea. We have seen 
great people for the most part not the 
same blood with ourselves, to the 
south of us, build up policies in which 
this same idea pulsed and was preg- 
nant, this idea of free institutions and 
individual liberty and when we have 
seen hands reach across the water 
from older political policies and inter- 
fere with the development of free 
Institutions of the western hemis- 
phere, we have said: ‘No, we are the 
champions of the freedom of popu- 
lar soyereignty wherever it displays 
or exercises itself, throughout both 
Americas.’ 

“We are the champions of a par- 
ticular sort of freedom, the sort of 
freedom which is the only foundation 
and guarantee of peace. 3 

PEACE. 

“Peace lies in the hearts of great 
industrial and agricultural popula- 
tions, and we have arranged a gov- 
ernment on this side of the water, by 
which their preference is and their 
predilictions and their interests are. 
the mainsprings of government itself. 
And so when we prepare for national 
defense, we prepare for national polit- 
jeal Integrity; we prepare to take care 
of the great.ideals which gave birth 
to this government: we are going back 
in spirit and in energy to those great 
first generations in America, when 
men banded themselves together 
though they were but a handful upon 
a single coast of the Atlantic, to set 
up in the world the standards which 
have ever since floated everywhere 
that Americans asserted the power of 
their government. 

“As I came along the line of the 
railroad today I was touched to ob- 
serve that ev@érywhere, upon every 
railway station, upon every house. 
where a flag could be procured some 
temporary standard had been raised, 
from which there floated the Stars 
and Stripes. They seemed to have 
divined the errand on which I had 
come, that we must subordinate every 
individual interest; every local inter- 
est, to assert once more, if it should 
be necessary to assert them, the creat 
principles for which that flag stands. 

Do not deceive yourself ad to where 
the colors of that flag came from. 
those lines of red are lines of blood. 
nobly and unselfishly shed by men who 
loved the liberty of their fellow-men 
more than they loved their own lives 
and fortunes. God forbid that we 
should have to use the blood of Ameri- 
ca to freshen the color of that flag 
but if it should ever be necessary 
again to assert the majesty and in- 
tegrity of those ancient and honorable 
principles, that flag will be colored 
once more, and, in being colored, will 
be glorified and purified.”

IN THE HEAVENS ABOVE. 
— D— 

An All Star Performance of Surpass- 
ing Brilliancy Such as ®erely Has 
Been Witnessed to be Seen 
in the Skies These Fine 
Evenings. 


An all-star performance is taking 
Place in the celestial frmament. And 
the hour is just about theater time. 
Astronomers declare the situation to 
be unusual, for not in years have 80 
many luminaries of such great bricht- 
ness been visible at one time above 
the horizon in the early evening. Or 
course, the moon Is absent at present, 
but will take Hart in the performance 
about the middle of this month. 

The reason for this condition is that 
four of the seven major planets out- 
side the earth—three of them the 
brighteet and the other ranking fifth. 
are visible at one and the same time. 
Venus, the most brilliant of all celes- 
tial bodies, outside the sun and moon. 


| hangs low down in the evening sky. 


and immediately above is Jupiter, the 
next brightest object, and the largest 
planet. High up in the eastern heav- 
ens, in the constellation of Gemini 
(The Twins) is Saturn, planet of the 
ring fame. Just rising is reddish- 
hued Mars, now approaching opposi- 
tion. 

The best time to observe this 
phenomenon is about 7:30 to o' clock. 
There is also visible the brightest fixed 
star, Sirius, of bluish-white hue, which 
is always an extremely brilliant ob- 
fect in the winter sky. Another 
planet. Neptune, is above the horizon, 
but ts invisible to the naked eye. 

Earlier in the evening. about 5:45 
o’Clock, there are no less than six 
planets of the seven outside the earth 
above the horizon, Mercury and 
Franus beine low down in the west- 
ern sky. and invisible to the unaided 
eve, while higher up are Venus, Jup- 
iter and Saturn. Neptune is just ris- 
ing. 

This month will occur the conjunc- 
tion of Jupiter and Venus in the west- 
ern sky, when these two bright plarfete 
will apparently be very near to each 
other. 

There ts a period during the dav- 
lNieht hours now when not a sinele 
major planet is above the horizon 
The astronomical explanation for the 
unique situation is that all the planets 
are on the same side of the sun.

The Woman's City Club, 

Introduced by President Mrs. Ed- 
ward Rankin Brainerd as one who 
loved her State more than personal 
honor, giving up the presidency of 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs rather than keeping California 
from entertaining the biennial, and as 
a result receiving unasked « from 
the hands of the club women the 
State the highest possible honor in 
its unanimous choice for president 
of the General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs the coming election, Mra. 
Josiah Evans Cowles yesterday talked 
to one of the largest audiences in 
the history of the Woman's City Club, 
choosing for her topic, “The Federa- 
tion, its Ideals and Possibilities.” 

For thirty minutes Mrs. Cowles held 
her listeners in rapt attention, as she 
traced the work of women’s clubs 
from the beginning—the Sorosis of 
New York, and in 1890 the formation 
of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs in New York, with the bien- 
nial’s first session following two 
years later. 

If any had a doubt of the effective- 
ness of woman's work or the scope 
of power represented, Mrs. Cowles 
quickly dispelled it with her lucid, 
all-encompassing address. The work of 
the great minds and leading women 
of the country who have been banded 
together and given their services vol- 
untarily—for there has never been a 
paid official in the federation—for 
humanity's cause, in this, “one of the 
great moves of the twentieth century,” 
as she aptly termed the club work, 
was rapidly traced. 

“Learn to keep step. We can’t limit 
the possibilities of over 2.000.000 
women of America who constitute 
the general federation, nor what we 
may mean in the reconstruction of 
history.“ she said. “Let us be open- 
minded, be ready, a trained reserve. 
We in America must be in a position 
to be ready to help other women. 
We may have come inte our kingdom 
at just the right time. Let us learn 
conservation of ability, example, help. 
And let us have tolerance. As serious. 
as heartbreaking, as imperative as 
things are in the world today, let us 
not lose power;.let us keep our heads, 
and keep step. A future bright, a 
future right. Grant that our relations 
may be right and bright.” 

It was a tremendous subject for the 
short time allotted, but Mrs. * 
talked with rapidity and in ear, 
logical vein, and everyone knew much 
more about this coming together of 
women, as federation proper implies, 
than ever before. 

Mrs. Herbert A. Cable, president 
of the Los Angeles district, Califor- 
nia Federation of Women’s Clubs, fol- 
lowed this woman, who will “almost 
undoubtedly” be the next president of 
the general federation, talking on co- 
operation. “Federation in essence, in 
spirit, in service, is all a manifesta- 
tion of co-operation.” And then the 
speaker likened the work of co-opers- 
tion to a boat going upstream, easily 
mastering the current if all put their 
strength to the oars, but straining 
the backs it the work devolved upon 
two or three: all are willing to get 
into the boat, but all do not work. 
“The first great lesson in efficiency 
is individual responsibility,” declared 
Mrs. Cable, “and we are learning to 
share privileges and responsibilities. 
The lesson of the immediate future 
is co-operation, not of one group. 
but of different groups, and of men 
and women. We must stand together. 
Tt will take concerted, intelligent and 
unselfish service.” She closed by re- 
peating Angela The Com- 
ing Man.”

New Federal Engineer Here to 


Grapple with Silt. , 


Harbor Commission to Wait on 
Mgj. Pillsbury at Once. 
the Immediate Issues. 


Maj. George B. Pillsbury, U.. A. 
the new United States Engineer for 
this district, succeeding Maj. R. R. 
Raymond, arrived here yesterday and 
took charge of the office. He found 
his work ready cut out for him, for 
among his first visitors will be the 
members of the Harbor Commission, 
bearing {n one hand the incomplete 
report on the silting of the govern- 
ment channels—which Maj. Pillsbury 
must finish and indorse before dredg- 
ing will de done—and in the other 
the diversion aam project to obviate 
similar silting in future floods. 


No close estimates of flood damage 4 


at the harbor will de avallable for a 
day or two until Harbor Engineer 
Jubb finishes his second report of the 
season, according to President Wood- 
man of the Harbor Commission. The 
first report was just about completed 
by Engineer Jubb when the second 
section of the flood struck the works 
and an immediate revision was start- 
ed. In the meantime the report of 
United States Engineer Raymond, 
who is just leaving for Hawaii, was 
completed and sent to Washington. 
This report, which has not yet been 
made public, related the conditions 
and damage done up to last week, but 
it was impossible for it to be com- 
piete on the damage done in the last 
few days. President Woodman said 
last night that so far the city’s part 
of the harbor and channels have suf- 
fered to no great extent, there being 
only a foot to eighteen inches of silt 


deposit. There is more silt in the gov- 


ernment channels and the turning 
basin, however, and the Consolidated 
Lumber Company channel is silted up 
to about where it was after the flood 
of two years ago, when it cost $32,000 
to dredge it out. The actual dredg- 
ing cost as the result of the 1914 flood 
was about $260,000, but this is a small 
amount compared with the loss from 
interruption to commerce. 


REPORT IMPORTANT. 


Secretary Matson of the Harbor 
Commission received a letter yester- 
day from Congressman Stephens say- 
ing that the War Department has suf- 
ficient funds to remove all the silt 
from the government channels, and 
he has been promised that ample 
funds will be given the government 
engineer at Los Angeles, provided this 
engineer's report justifies greater ex- 
venditure. : 

Congressman Stephens informs the 
commission that he has three sep- 
arate harbor bills before the commit- 
tee. One is for widening the channel 
between the inner and outer harbors, 
the second is for the construction of 
the Dominguez diversion dam, and the 
third is for deepening and widening 
the channel between Long Beach and 
Los Angeles harbors. 

Congressman Stephens says, how- 
ever, that if the Congressional com- 
mittee favors the diversion dam ap- 
propriation of $1,080,000 the money 
will not likely be available until the 
sity and county agree to carry out the 
recommendations of the Board of En- 
gineers for Flood Control, and it may 
not be until the county votes bonds 
for its share @f the general flood-con- 
trol plan. 


HURRY DAM PROJECT. 


President Woodman wired Con- 
gressman Stephens last night again

THE NEW ENGINEER. 

Maj. Pilisbury, who traveled by way 
of San Francisco, comes directly from 
New London, Ct., where he was in 
charge of the government engineering 
work in the New London district. 

There he was in charge of extensive 
work on government projects, prob- 
ably chief of which was the defense 
works at the east entrance to Long 
Island Sound, and the improvement 
of harbors at New Haven, including 
the West River, Stonington harbor of 
refuge, Bridgeport and New London. 
He was also in charge of Duck Har- 
bor and various river tmprovements 
of the district. He was a member 
of the board of officers for considera- 
tion of installation of standard svs- 
tems of fire control and protection for 
the coast defense on Long Island 
Sound. Earlier in his career he was

Maj. Pilisbury was a cadet in 1896, 
was made second lieutenant in June, 
1900, and first lieutenant in 1901.

JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE 
IS OFFICER'S DEFENSE. 


OR the first time since the shoot* 
F of Chester Nolen by Police 
Cahili and Shammo on 
October 19; Mrs. A. W. Nolen, mother 
of the boy, gave way to tears. “It's 
been too deeply sad, too awful for 
tears, and I've been unable to cry 
until today,” she said tearfully after 
having been asajsted drom Judge 
Craig’s courtroom yesterday during 
the testimony of E. A. Kistler, one of 
the few witnesses of the killing. . 
He had testified to the shooting it- 
self, as far as he was conversant 
with it, and then told of seeing the 
ped placed in the machine by the 
cers after having been picked up 
from the road. “He was still alive, 
but did not answer when Policeman 
Shammo asked him whether he could 
talk,” testified the witness. 
These intimate details of the death 
of the boy brought vividly to his 
rather frail mother were too much for 
her. She had sat stolidiy and 
Severely through the testimony es to 
his record of previous misdeeds, and 
had told her own story of the boy’s 
lite without breaking down. 
“He was one of the brightest, 
smartest boys in Los Angeles and 
had a great big heart,” she sobbed in 


defense of Chester, whose death, ac- 
cording to the majority of testimony 
yesterday was largely his own fault 
in not heeding the warning of the 
officers to halt. 

The prosecution rested its case yes- 
terday afternoon. There was con- 
siderable contradictory testimony 
from the few witnesses of any por- 
tions of the tragedy. Attorney Ford 
at the end of it, asked that the jury 
he excused. Then he moved 
Officer Shammo be released on the 
ground that it had not even been 
proved he had fired the fatal shot. 
Judge Craig denied this, as well as 
the motion to acquit the defendant. 

On the petition to drop the case of 
Sergt.

Panama Canal will not be Reopened, 
Engineer Writes, Until Reason- 
ably Proved. it will Remain —

A communication from Maj. Earl 
I. Brown of the Corps of Engineers, 
U.S. A., to the collector of customs in 
regard to the present condition of the 
Panama Canal says it is not intended 


to open the canal until a safe and 


practically-permanent channel is rea- 
sonably assured. This cannot be as- 
sured at present, although the opera- 
tions of the dredges during the last 
four months have shown that they 
are able, when not interrupted by the 
passage of ships or the clearing of 
the channel necessary to provide am- 
ple depth for navigation, to gain on 
the slides, and it is desired to have 
réasonable assurance that they can 
maintain this gain, even with the de- 
lay from these causes. 
The major says the large mass of 
rock at the base of Gold Hill, on the 
east bank of the „ is being care- 
fully observed. If the materials be- 
gind to move northwardly, as it is not 


unlikely, one danger of interruption | 
to navigation will de removed. The 


other feature is the rate of motion 
that will result in the west slide when 
the dredges attack its base, as will be 
done shortly.

Family Fracas may Bring 
Death in its Trail. 


Years of Quarrels Terminated 
by Pistol Bullet. 


Daughter Declares She is not 
Sorry for Deed. 


The constant unrest and unhappi- 
ness in the Moore household developed 
violence yesterday when Zita 
Moore, a 17-year-old girl with bobbed 
hair, shot her father, James Moore, 
through the stomach, while he was 
threatening to attack her mother.

when he started it this time, I 
— shot. He had an iron weight in 
his hand, and he was drunk, and 1 
Wasn't going to let him knock mamma 
Gown any more. I tried to shoot him 
in the legs, but I missed. I can't 
say I'm sorry. though!“ 

The strange attitude of the girl is 
the result of a lifetime of quarrels in 
the home. The family has long 
notorious to police through the actio 
of the father. He is alleged never to 
have worked since he married. Mrs. 
Moore has mothered twelva children, 
five of whom have died. She sup- 

ed them through infancy, and her 
usband. too, by doing day labor and 
taking in washing. 

By threat and force, James Moore 
is alleged to have demanded sufficient 
funds daily to permit him to go to a 
saloon and purchase numerous drinks, 
also to return home with a bottle.

Then he went into the house, wrapped 
all the bedding into a roll and threw 
ft on the kitchen stove. 

Zita was home. She realized her 
father was unusually rough. 

“Whenever he got that way,” she 
said, “he always before would get 
mamma's revolver, and threaten to 
kill us all. So I went into the house 
and got the gun. The policemen in 
the Univérsity Station had told us to 
shoot father if he came r us— 
t} shoot him in the lege.“

Billions have poured into 
the treasury of large business concerns to 
pay for arms and ammunition necessary 
tor continuing the destructive strife across 
the Atlantic. But any evidence here of 
general prosperity as a result of this war 
traffic is not forthcoming. 

To guess how much worse conditions in 
the United States might have been after 
three years of a Democratic debt-producing 
regime, but for the intervention of Europe's 
calamity, we must carry back our thoughts 
to the depression that afflicted this land in 
the last Cleveland administration.

\ CONOMIC EFFECT OF WAR. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30 last 
the deposits in the savings banks in Ger- 
many increased $500,000,000, or twice as 
much as during the previous year, and the 
returns for the first two quarters of the 
present fiscal year show a corresponding 
increase. 

From France and Russia come similar 


reports of increased deposits in the savings 


banks. This is accounted for by the fact 
that, while the war has shifted activities, it 
has not stifled business in the warring coun- 
tries, The men from the factories and 
farms who have gone to the war have had 
their places taken by women and by males 
unsuited for fighting, with the result that 
there has been no substantial diminution in 
the productivity of the warring nations, 
only a change in the character of outputs. 
The money that governments have ob- 
tained by taxation and the sale of bonds 
has not been hoarded; it has been paid out 
and entered again into circulation and again 
has been invested in new war loans to be 
again returned to the channels of commérce. 
It is wrong,” says the Wall Street Jour- 
nal, “to suppose that war means the de- 
struction of money or necessarily an ex- 
haustion in the supply of money. The toss 
and the economic crime of war is the de- 
struction of property, which means that 
money that could be used for other con- 
structive work has to be employed in re- 
construction of the old. And it also means 
that the destruction of human life removes 
the power of reconstruction and the crea- 
tion of new wealth. So long as the business 
of the belligerent nations can be actively 
engaged there will always be sufficient mon- 
ey available within the countries themselves 
to supply the respective governments with 
funds. The economic collapse of a warring 
nation will come when the commercial ac- 
tivities of its people are prostrated or when 
the load of debt assumed by the govern- 
ment reaches the breaking point. How soon 
this point will be reached with any of the 
nations now at war in Europe is the great 
question o be determined in the not dis- 
tant future.” 7

Beis at peace with all 
the belligerents, we can trade with them all. 
_ Great Britain thinks that the compara- 
tively small amount of American products 
that reach Germany is an offense which 
must be punished by creating new princi- 
ples of capture. Then what about the vast- 
ly greater amount of material, both contra- 
band and innocent, which is sent to Great 
Britain? It is our neutral right to ship 
contraband goods anywhere subject to the 
danger of capture; and to ship non-contra- 
band anywhere without danger of capture. 
If President Wilson's administration should 
fail to make that clear to the British gov- 
ernment it would give up one of our clearest 
and most essential rights. It is not for 
John Bull to destroy our commerce cause 
it is inconvenient to him that his emies 
should receive such supplies as foodstuffs.

URGES REPRESENTATION. 


Appointment of consuls or consular 
agents in this city is urged in letters 
sent the goverments of Paraguay, Ar- 
gentina, Bolivia, Ecuador, Venezuela 
and Guatemala yesterday by the 
Chamber of Commerce.

JEW HOUSING LAW 
FOR BR’ER RABBIT. 


Only one rabbit for each 400 square 


feet of space in the residence district 
ia the proposed restriction in the “rab- 
bit” ordinance submitted to the Coun- 
ell yesterday by Health Commissioner 
Powers. fhe ordinance, which has 
been discussed informally by the 
Health and Sanitation Committee of 


the Council, provides that rabbits 
Shall not Le kept within twenty-five 
feet of a dwelling. school, church, 
lun@hroom or public building within 
the city limits. The provision of not 
‘more than one rabbit to each 400 
feet of space is modified by a pro- 
Vision that where the premises are 
only big enough for twenty rabbits 
ten more may kept for every 
twenty-five feet farther away from 
another residence. If the hutches are 
more than 200 feet from any other 
residence. all restrictions are off. 

The proposed ordinance, which will 
be referred to the Health and Sani- 
tation Committee, requires that all 
Pvabbit hutches must be kept clean in 
accordance with health department 
regulations.

LOATING CANNERY 
FOR PACKING TUNA. 


DEMAND FOR SEA FOOD RE- 
QUIRES INCREASED OUTPUT. 


— -— 


Fish will be Prepared for Market 
Right at Spot Where Caught, Thus 
Saving Time and Expense of Extra 
Handling—Eighty New Boats are 
Placed in this Trade. 


A large floating cannery, a radical 
departure in the tuna packing indus- 
try, ils being outfitted by Frank Van 
Camp of the Van Camp Sea Weed 
Company, and John E. Heston of the 


Long Beach Tuna Packing Company. 
Mr. Heston has gone north to procure 
a suitable vessel which will be brought 
to San Pedro and equipped. 

Up-to-date canning machinery and 
labor-saving devices will be installed 
and the vessel will have a capacity of 
2000 cases of tuna daily. In addition 
it will be equipped with a complete 
fish meal and fertilizer plant in which 
fish oi] will be extracted and refined. 

Mr. Heston believes many advan- 
tages will be gained by the floating 
cannery. Each year the fishermen 
have been compelled to go farther 
off shore and the packers have had 
to operate tenders and haul the fish 
long distances. The trips are expen- 
sive and make it more difficult to keep 
the fish in good condition. 

The floating cannery will follow the 
fishing fleet and can the fish on the 
spot. It will also carry provisions 
and supplies to the fleet. After the 
close of the season in these waters 
the vessel will be sent to Mexican 
waters, where tuna are known to stay 
in considerable numbers in the win- 
ter. Mr. Heston says the vessel will 
be equipped and ready for operation 
this spring when the § tuna-packing 
season opens, about May 15. 

The market for last year’s pack was 
so strong that the supply was speed- 
ily exhausted. Prospects for an even 
stronger and more extended market, 
including European countries, are so 
good that California packers are pre- 
paring to put up all the tuna they 
can get. They are increasing not only 
their packing facilities, but the fishing 
equipment. Since the close of last 
season the canneries have financed 
eighty new boats, practically doubling 
the number at work last year.

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DEADLY FUMES © 
CLAIM THREE 


Prominent Japanese Family is 
Wiped Out While Asleep. 


Father, Mother and Child All 
Victims of Gas. 


Merchant was Head of Large 
Nipponese Interests. 


H. Shimamoto, one of the leading 
business men and wealthiest mer- 
chants of the Japanese colony, his 
wife, Koto, and their infant baby, 
Ichiro, were asphyxiated in their 
home, No. 329 Azusa street, Sunday 
night, while they slept. The tragedy 
was discovered yesterday when Mr. 
Shimamoto failed to report at his 
store, No. 327 East First street. His 
partner, J. Naruml, went to the home 
to learn the cause, and finding the 
house locked, looked through a win- 
dow into the bedroom and saw the 
dead forms. | 

The wife had become alarmed by 
the slow asphyxiation while some 
strength was still left. She had 
dragged herself from the bed and 
crawled to a bathroom in the rear of 
the house, where she collapsed, There 
her body was found, rigidly braced 
against the tub in an attitude of reach- 
ing towards the faucet. 

The little baby lay in the bed, his 
arms outstretched. 

final convulsion of Shimamoto’s 
life had made him writhe from the 
bed, and he lay half amid the covers, 
his feet on the floor, where evidently 
he had struggled to get to his feet, 
— failed, and subsided beside his 

7. 

A blind flue led from the hot wa- 
ter heater of the home directly into 
the bedroom. Because the baby had 
been slightly indisposed, the Shima- 
motos had kept a full fire in the gas 
heater, and the vitiated air from this 
flame passed into the sleeping-rooms. 
The flue had been closed with a tin 
plug, which.apparently fitted snugly, 
but in reality left numerous minor 
aperatures through which the deadly 
fumes could reach into the bedroom 
directly over the heads of those sleep- 
ing in the bed. 

The tragedy is one of the greatest 
and most mourned ever to have hap- 
pened to the Japanese colony here. 
Mr. Shimamoto had been a resident 
of Los Angeles for nearly twenty 
years. He inherited money from his 
parents, and established the Kli Com- 
pany store, which is the largest mer- 
cantile establishment in the city under 
Japanese management. 

His standing in the business life of 
his countrymen involved him in a 
myriad of activities. He was inter- 
ested in many leases, and in the so- 
cial and political life of the colony. | 

As soon as word of the tragedy car- 
ried through the colony, hundreds of 
the most prominent Japanese came to 
the home. Neither the dead merchant 
nor his wife had relatives here. One is 
supposed to have had an @ncle in Chi- 
cago. Mr. Shimamoto’s interest in 
the merchandise store is estimated to 
be worth $25,000. He is supposed to 
have had more than four times that 
amount invested in farm and lodging- 
house leases. He had planned to 
transfer all his holdings to his infant 
son, under the recent ruling of the 
Supreme Court which provides a na- 
tive-born Japanese can own land here.

Japanese Who was Alleged to have 
Threatened Employer with Death 
is Freed at Her Request and 
May Now Marry Picture 
Bride from Nippon. 


Joe Matsuno is free. Mrs. Margaret 
Colburn, wife of Dr. E. L. Colburn, 
joined with her husband in petition- 
ing for the release of their former 
servant, who was accused of having 
threatened Mrs. Colburn with killing 
at the point of a gun, after having 
written several love notes. 

The request for dismissal of the 
Japanese, who is soon expecting the 
arrival of a Japanese picture bride- 
to-be from Nippon, was made at the 
District Attorney's office early yester- 
day morning, Dr. Colburn having sent 
a messenger with his note to Chief 
Deputy District Attorney Cryer. 

“Arresting Matsuno was all a mis- 
take,” he explained over the tele- 
phone. “He was intoxicated on sev- 
eral occasions and made violent love 
to Mrs. Colburn. I held him irre- 
sponsible for his actions, and just be- 
fore leaving Los Angeles several days 
ago on a business trip I asked a friend 
to get Matsuno out of the house, and 
for that matter out of the country. 
The friend took action too drastic and 
unexpected on my part.“ 

When Matsuno’s case was called in 
Justice Palmer’s court he was there 
with a broad smile on his face, await- 
ing the hearing. Accompanied by twe 
well-known criminal lawyers, he ex- 
pressed his readiness to stand trial for 
anything he had done and was sur- 
prised when he received the announce- 
ment that he was released, 

“Too bad, too bad,” he murmured, 
“T expect show my girl I not guilty 
when the trial end,” he said after 
turning over his gun to one of the 
officers, in order that he may avoid 
future trouble.
